Michael  William  Balfe  was  born  in 
Dublin,  on  May  15th,  1808.  The  son  of 
a  dancing  master,  he  was,  from  the  first, 
associated  with  music-  by  his  father’s 
profession.  He  was  a  “  child  prodigy,” 
composing  a  polacca  for  a  band  at  the  age 
of  seven,  and  giving  a  violin  concert  at 
the  age  of  nine. 

He  went  to  London  in  1825  to  learn 
the  violin  under  C.  E.  Horne,  and 
obtained  a  post  as  violinist  in  the  orchestra 
of  Drury  Lane  Theatre — sometimes  in¬ 
deed,  leading  the  orchestra.  Gjunt  Maz- 
zara  took  him  to  Italy,  which  he  soon 
quitted  for  Paris,  where  he  met  Rossini, 
who  oflfered  him  an  engagement  with  the 
Italian  Opera,  as  a  baritone.  After  study¬ 
ing  under  Maestro  Bordogni,  Balfe  made 
a  successful  debut  in  Paris  as  Figaro  in 
The  Barber  of  Seville  in  1827.  He  was 
now  successfully  launched  on  a  musiaal 
career,  and  during  an  engagement  at 
Palermo  he  composed  his  first  opera, 
/  Rivalli  di  se  Stessi,  and  also  met  and 
married  a  Hungarian  Singer,  Lina  Rosa. 

The  year  1835  saw  the  production  of 
his  first  English  opera,'  The  Seige  of  Roch¬ 
elle,  to  be  followed  by  The  Maid  of  Artois, 
containing  the  song  “  The  Light  of  other 
days,”  which  Malibran  made  famous. 
This  song  is  inserted  into  this  present 
production  of  The  Bohemian  Girl). 

Balfe  worked  hard,  singing,  composing 
and  making  a  disastrous  venture  of  manag¬ 
ing  the  Lyceum  Theatre.  He  went  to 
Paris  again,  produced  two  new  works,  and 
then  returned  to  London  for  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  his  new  opera.  The  Bohemian  Girl, 
at  Drury  Lane,  on  November  27th,  1843. 
This  short  version  was  later  expanded  to 
its  present  form  of  five  acts,  and  was  first 
produced  as  we  know  it  in  Paris  in  1869. 

Balfe  died  at  his  countr}'  home,  Rowney 
Abbey,  in  1 870.  In  all  he  wrote  thirty-one 


operas,  as  well  as  a  cantata,  Mazeppa,  and 
numerous  ballads  and  other  pieces.  His 
daughter,  Victoire,  was  also  a  noted  singer, 
well-known  in  society,  she  married  first 
Sir  John  Crampton  and  then,  after  his 
death^  the  Due  de  Frias.
